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$25 Million Lawsuit Against Ford Is Settled Out Of Court 


A $25-million lawsuit against the 
Ford Motor Company and the estate of 
Guy Register was settled out of court 
this week after hours of negotiations 
between attorneys of both parties. The 
actual amount of the settlement was not 
disclosed, but sources close to both 
sides have hinted the settlement will 
total in excess of $2 million, and will be 
paid in yearly amounts for the life of the 
plaintiff, Crystal Franklin, age S, of Pike 
County. 

The suit stemmed from a March 30, 
1978 accident at the intersection of U.S. 
Highway 231 and George Wallace Drive 
in Troy. The accident occurred when a 
car driven by Oakley Register struck a 
1973 Maverick from behind. The Ford 
Maverick exploded, killing the child's 


mother and grandmother, and causing 
extensive burns to her body. Plaintiff's 
attorneys, Gareth Lindsey of Elba and 
Frank Tipler of Andalusia, contended in 
the suit that Ford showed negligence 
and/or wanton misconduct in the de- 
sign, manufacture or sale of the 1973 
Maverick in which Crystal Franklin was 
riding when she was injured following a 
rear-end collision, As a result of the 
accident, they declared the child, then 
two years old, was burned about her 
head, face and body and was per- 
manently injured and scarred; was 
caused to expend large amounts of 
money for medical treatment and will 
incur medical expenses in the future; 
was made permanently unable to work 
and suffered mental pain and anguish. 


It was also reported the child's 
medical bills to date total almost 
$40,000, and that partial skin grafts and 
therapeutic treatment has not fully 
restored the burn damage over 40 
percent of her body. Doctors have 
stated they will not be able to complete 
reconstructive surgery until she reaches 
adulthood. 


Several daily newspapers had re- 
ported the settlement was finalized on 
Friday, July 31, but on Monday the jury 
was instructed to appear at 1:15 p.m., 
and rumors insisted the settlement was 
still being discussed. Official word of 
the out-of-court settlement came on 
Tuesday in a brief 64-word news release 
by Judge Terry Butts.

Grand Jury Reports 
On Buildings 


The Grand Jury for the Elba Division 
of Coffee County met this week in the 
Elba courthouse, and as usual, released 
its report on the condition of county 
buildings. Following are their findings 
on the buildings: 


COURTHOUSE: This Grand Jury's 
inspection of the courthouse revealed 
that more space is needed and 
additional employees are also needed. 
The courthouse was found to be in 
pretty much the same condition as when 
it was last inspected. 


HEALTH CENTER: This Grand 
Jury's inspection of the county health 
center revealed that two light fixtures in 
the front hallway and in the north hall- 
way are in immediate need of repair. 
Also, the water fountain needs repair in 
that it shoots water onto the floor 
causing the tile to buckle and turn loose. 
The inside of the building is in bad need 
of painting. 


COFFEE COUNTY ANNEX: In- 
spection of the Dept. of Veterans’ 
Affairs showed the ceilng tile needs 
replacing very badly. The bathroom is 
in a bad state of disrepair - it needs 


Council Approves 


The Elba City Council Monday night 
approved the spending of $50,000 on 
resurfacing 13 city streets. Bids were 
opened on the project, and low bidder 
was S & C Paving of Brundidge. 

A five percent cost-of-living raise 
was given to all hourly employees after 
a recommendation by Mayor Bob 
English. English and Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins opposed limiting the raise to 
hourly employees, but the majority 
prevailed. 

The streets to receive the resur- 
facing include the short section of 
Brookdale, Oak Street, Ash Street and 
Ash Circle, Pine Circle, Forrest 
Avenue, Elm Street, part of Buford 
Street, Cherokee and Seminole, 
Reddoch Hill Road, Flournoy and Rowe 
Circle. 

Some of these streets in Brookdale 
will be held until last in hopes new 
water mains and fire plugs will be 
installed prior to putting down the 
asphalt. 


painting, the door needs repairing, and 
is in bad need of janitorial service. 


PENSIONS AND SECURITY: In- 
spection of this building revealed it 
needs painting in the front, lobby and 
some of the offices. The leak previously 
noted has been repaired.

JAIL: ‘The jail was found to be in as 
good a condition as can be expected for 
a building this old and of this nature. 
The Grand Jury strongly recommends a 
new jail be erected in the near future for 
Coffee County. The Grand Jury finds it 
very inequitable for the State of 
Alabama to house prisoners in the 
county jails of Alabama causing undue 
and unjust expenses to the said county. 
“We, tie Grand Jury, commend Sheriff 
Brice Paul for the good job he is doing 
under adverse circumstances. We think 
if the state continues to house prisoners 
in the county iails, the least they can do 
is to reimburse the county for expenses 
incurred by the prisoners.’’ 


Paving Project 


The low bidder submitted two bids 
on different amounts of asphalt. The 
bid accepted unanimously was for 
39,01S square yards of asphalt at $1.30 
per yard. 

The city council first approved a 
motion by Councilman Cleo Hawkins to 
give the five percent raise across the 
board to all employees but then several 
councilmen stated they understood this 
was just for hourly employees and 
another motion was offered by Coun- 
cilman John W. Sharpless to limit the 
raises to the hourly employees. This 
motion passed on a 3-2 vote, 


Outstanding bills totaling 
$16,388.02 were approved for payment. 
English noted that over $7000 of this 
was for gasoline. This statement led to 
a short discussion of ways to cut this 
expense. Converting some vehicles to 
natural gas, propane or buying diesel 
garbage trucks were all discussed, but 
no decision was made. 


District Attorney's Office was advised 
that some $13,500 to $14,500 could not 
be accounted for during a period of time 
between October, 1980, and March 
1981. The shortage was detected by city 
officials the first of March, 1981. $ 


“During the next three months 
approximately 200 man-hours was spent 


by this office in an effort to determine. 
the how and why of the shortage. City. . 


officials and employees were ques- 
tioned concerning the matter. This 
office requested and received numerous 
documents from the City of Elba to 
allow the verification or proof of 
payment of approximately 130 utility 
bills. Verification was made of 
approximately $10,000 of the $13,500 to 
$14,500 initially reported. Many 
accounts were unable to be verified for 
different reasons, making up the addi- 
tional $3500 to $4500. . 

“During the course of the investiga- 
tion the District Attorney's Office, 
associated with the Alabama Bureau of 
Investigation in an effort to obtain 
accounting personnel and additional 
manpower. 


“Evidence and findings of the 
District Attorney’s Office were pre- 
sented to the Coffee County, Elba 
Division, Grand Jury during the week of 
August 3, 1981. On August 5, 1981, the 
Grand Jury issued a directive to this 
office. stating they felt the investigation 
should be terminated. The Grand Jury 
gave as reasons for the directive that to 
continue the investigation would be too 
costly to the taxpayers of Alabama. 
They further stated that in their 
opinion, further investigation would be 
futile. The primary reason given by the 
Grand Jury for this determination was 
that unaccountable funds in larger 
amounts had been written off by the 
Water and Electric Board in the years 
past. 


**Folmar stated he will abide by the 
directive issued by the Grand Jury. He 
added that if future circumstances 
reveal the need for additional investiga- 
tion, he will take appropriate action at 
that time.”’ 


In response to questions by re- 
porters, Folmar explained that some of 
the utility bills had been paid in cash 
and the utility customer had been 
unable to produce receipts to prove in 
court that they had paid their bills, 
couldn't remember exactly when they 
paid nor who received their money. He 
noted that certain adjustments are 
made on bills when customers come in 
and say ‘‘there ain't no way I could have 
used that much"’. Folmar said in many 
of these cases the adjusimeni was made 
after the total amount had been entered 
into the computer. 

Folmar said that his investigation 
revealed that last year $7,000 was 
written off the books at the end of the 
year to adjust similar bookkeeping 
figures. He stressed that the City of 
Elba handles about three million dollars 
a year and this is not an unusual 
adjustment for such transactions. 


The District Attorney noted also that 
the fact everyone knew about the 
investigation before any investigation 
actually took place would have ham- 
pered the investigation if any wrong- 
doing had taken place. He emphasized 
he was not, saying anything wrong had 
taken place nor was he blaming the 
media. Folmar said it was genera! 
knowledge the investigation would take 
place before it formally began.

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County, city schools have 
new looks for the fall

When local students re- 
turn to classes this fall, they 
will find several major 
changes have occured in the 
physical appearances of their 
school buildings. 

In the county system a 
face-lifting project which be- 
gan last summer, is nearing 
completion, while workmen 
add the finishing touches to 
the new wing at Elba High 
School. 

Coffee County Superin- 
tendent of Education John 
Vaughan said his schools will 
be in better condition this fall 
they they have for the past 
quarter of a century. 

By utilizing the talents of 
several students and em- 
ployees who are on 12-month 
contracts, Vaughan has man- 
aged to complete renovation 
projects at ail the schools for 
only a fraction of what pri- 
vate contractors would nor- 
mally charge. 

**What we've done so far, 
if we had contracted it out, 
would have cost between 
$200,000 and $250,000. Yet, 
we've only spent about 
$100,000 last summer and 
this summer," explained 
Vaughan. 

The remodeling work at 
New Brockton and Zion Cha- 
pel schools has been super- 
vised by Warren Pless, @ 
carpentry and cabinet mak- 
ing instructor at the county 
vocational school. Terry 
Brunson, a recent graduate 
from Zion Chapel, and 
George Millette, a student in 
the county system, have 
worked with Pless through- 
out the summer. Several 
other students have also 
worked part-time with the 
renovation project. 

While Pless and his crew 
were busy paneling walls, 
refinishing floors, installing 
new aluminum windows, and 


i 
we 


closing several windows at 


~ New Brockton, the county's 


maintenance crew was free 
to start working at Zion. 
There they tiled the hallway 
floors; repainted the walls; 
replaced many of the build- 
ing’s incandescent lights 
with florescent models to 
save energy; repainted lock- 
ers; and refinished hardwood 
floors in the classrooms. 
Brunson, Millette and Paul 
Parker are also building a 
new pressbox at the football 
stadium. ; 

At New Brockton, all but 
two of the classrooms which 
were once part of the old 
elementary school were torn 
down. The ceiling in the 
bandroom was aiso lowered 
and the walls painted. In 
addition various classrooms 
were repainted, all the ex- 
terior doors changed, and 
new lights installed. 

“All this was done, not 
only with the idea of improv- 
ing the physical appearance 
of the schools, but also to 


conserve energy,’ noted 
Vaughan, ‘‘Last year our 
utilities should have in- 


creased 10 or 20 percent, but 
with all our work last sum- 
mer, our decreased."’ 

At Kinston, the coaching 
staff has been busy refinish- 
ing the gymnasium floors. 
New bathroom plumbing and 
fixtures have also been in- 
stalled and other hardwood 
floor refinished, 

Goodman's old hardwood 
surface was also in need of 
repairs, so it was sanded 
down and two coats of poly- 
urethane applied. The school 
also has a fresh coat of paint 
inside and outside. Principal 
Nelson Whitehurst was em- 
ployed by the school board to 
paint the interior. 

“Since he’s the principal, 
he really cares about the 
school so he’s doing an extra 
good job,"’ Vaughan com- 


mented. 

The buildings at New 
Hope School were bricked 
last summer, but mainten- 
ance workers have replaced 
some lights at the school this 
summer. 

‘Last summer and this, 
we've got our buildings in 
the best condition they've 
been in for 25 or 30 years and 
we've done it with minimum 
charges,’ noted the superin- 
tendent. 

Funds for the renovation 
work came from revenue 
sharing funds and a state 
grant. . 

By hiring studess need- 
ing summer work and utiliz- 
ing a three-man maintenance 
crew, Vaughan said he has 
gotten more work completed 
for less money than would 
have been possible by 
contracting the projects out. 

“This is the kind of 
things schools are going to 
have to start doing more and 
more. Essentially, we're just 
doing our own contracting." 

Elba High School's new 
$602,000 wing is nearing 
completion as workmen in- 
Stall the last tiles and finish 
work on the windows, 

The fong-awaited brick 
addition is the first new 
construction in the city sys- 
tem since Elba Middle 
School was completed almost 
10 years ago. 

There are 12 modern 
classrooms, complete with 
ceiling fans to help reduce 
cooling costs, in the wing. 
These rooms will house clas- 
ses taught by Sylvia Padgett, 
Jimmie Davis, Judith Butts, 
Sue Atkison, Charles Amos, 
Gaines Waters, Judy Kil- 
lingsworth, Jean Helms, In- 
grid Clark, Mack King, Fran- 
ces Prior, and John Frank 
Hudson. 

Elba's city council recent

Someone asked a man of 
God, “Which do you con- 
sider the more important - 
Bible study or — secret 
prayer?"’ Replied the man of

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PEACHES 


Fred Stinson of Route 
One, Enterprise, has some 
of the largest peaches that I 
have seen. In fact, many of 
them are the size of a 
medium to large orange. He 
does not know the variety, 
but is trying to protect the 
tree so that it will keep on 
bearing. 

This reminds me that you 
need to treat for the peach 
tree borer. Borers bore into 
the peach tree trunk and 
lower limbs. A jelly-like sub- 
stance is formed. Just about 
all peach and plum trees are 
infected with the borer. Un- 
treated trees will many times 
die or become less produc- 
tive. 

Use Lorsban or Dursban 
at the rate of 3 tablespoons 
per gallon of water. Spray 
the trunk and lower limbs 
thoroughly. Let some of the 
spray trickle down to the 
base of the tree. Treat three 
times 10 days apart. 


WORMS 


We have a lot of 
worms in peanut fields and 
some in soybean fields. A fot 
of farmers waste money by 
treating for worms before a 
buildup occurs. Peanut and 
soybean plants can stand a 
lot of foliage damage, even 
up to one-third of the leaves, 
before losses occur. Treat- 
ment applied too early some- 
times makes it necessary to 
treat another time or two 
before the end of the season. 
Give beneficials a full chance 
to work to control numbers. 

If you find worms in one 
field which have built up to 
treatment levels, go ahead 
and take care of that field. 
Don't treat all fields based on 
the inspection of one field. 


HELP 


It is hard for many 
people to believe the infor- 


mation which is available at 
the County Extension office 
in New Brockton. We have 
brochures, leaflets and bulle- 
tins on a wide variety of 
agricultural and home eco- 
nomics subjects. Sara Hutch- 
inson, our home economist, 
keeps up to date on foods and 
nutrition and many other 
subjects which are helpful to 
a iot of families.

SNAKE SEASON 

We are approaching 
the time when rattlesnakes 
become more abundant in 
this county. I don't know too 
much about the breeding and 
reproductive habits of rattle- 
stakes. However, for a num- 
ber of years I have seen more 
rattlesnakes in August and 
early September than any 
other time. 

One of our peanut scouts 
had an encounter with a 
rattlesnake in the edge of a 
peanut field a few days ago. 
For those individuals who 
work in peanut fieids which 
have lapped and soybean 
fields, I certainly would re- 
commend the snake shields. 
I walk through a lot lot of 
rank peanut fields and soy- 
beans waist high and higher. 
I get a great deal of comfort 
by wearing boots and snake 
bite shields in those circum- 
stances. I don’t like to walk 
in a sorbean field without 
protection because you can’t 
see. Itis just like walking in a 
muddy lake. 

Don't be misled into 
thinking that rattlesnakes are 
only in peanut and soybean 


fields. They can come up to 
your yard and be right in 
your driveway or any number 
of places around your house. 
Watch for them closely in 
August and September. 
MACHINERY ~ 


In about 30 days those 
peanuts which were planted 
early will be plowed up. So 
the time is rapidly approach- 
ing when peanut diggers, 
shakers, combines, trailers 
and trucks will be in the 
field. One of the most 
frustrating things for a far- 
mer is to have his peanuts 
right ready to harvest and 
then find that he has to 
overhaul his combine or do 
some other things that will 
delay him two or three days. 
There is a time when peanuts 
need to be plowed up and 
harvested. Everything needs 
to be ready. 

It is certainly not too early 
to go ahead and mow around 
the borders of fields and start 
getting the fields ready for 
harvest. If you haven't al- 
ready gotten your harvesting 
equipment in shape, now is 
an excellent time to do this. I 
have seen folks lose several 
hundred pounds of peanuts 
per acre by being unable to 
harvest them at the right 
time. 


CAUTION 


Two individuals have 
been treated in the past few 
days for pesticide poisoning.
